It seems to us that botfi: sides 
are at fault in this case, and the 
ony. one suffering is the family 
and friends of Darren Elliot. 

Haine was wrong. His office is 
responsible for administering law 
enforcement in a timely manner. 
Informal agreements on docket 
continuances are fine if they are 
supplemented by something in 
writing. That didn’t happen in 
this case. 

However, Madison County has 
learned a lesson. Circuit Judge 
Edward Ferguson last week 
agreed to change docket rules to 
make continuances attributable to 
the defense, when both sides 
agree. That makes sense: cases 
are often delayed not by incom- 
petence but by the sheer volume 
thrown onto the legal system. 
When both sides cannot get to a 
ease because of lack of time, 
delays should not be solely attrib- 
utable to the state’s attorney.

Superintendant clarifies hiring 


To the editor: 

I felt the recent article on hiring 
methods in the School District excluded 
many facts involved in the process, 
facts that need to be aired. 

In addition, I found the quote attrib- 
uted_to me disturbing. I certainly did 
not tell anyone that experience as a 
substitute plays no role in our employ- 
ment process. Factually stated, it does 
play an important role but does not 
overshadow experience with other 
employers or other qualifications. 

I stated we had recently employed an 
executive secretary, who was w' i 
full time outside the district. Obviously, 
she was not substituting in our district, 
and I tried to use this as an example 
that people have a variety of exerience 
of great value. Frequently, that experi- 
ence cannot come from employment in 
the Granite City schools. 

In to the recent employment 
of cafeteria workers, there are 128 
applicants for cafeteria positions and 52 
of these have been approved for substi- 
tute work and do substitute on a rotat- 

basis. Totally by chance, these can- 
didates for employment sometimes end 
up substituting longer than others 
because had the good fortune of 
being called, via the rotation system, 
for someone whose illness lingered.

You can use that analogy in 
considering the problem facing 
the Federal Communications 
Commission as it launches a 
renewed effort to clean up the 
nation’s radio airwaves. It is an 
effort that is long overdue. ‘ 

Radio mavens, hungry for rat- 
ings, turned crude a few years 
ago, and began basing their pro- 
grams on foundations of vulgari- 
ty. Top 40, count western, talk 
formats — basically a cross-sec- 
tion — suddenly became pep- 
pered with foul language, graph- 
ie sexual descriptions. and 
naughty jokes. 

Who among us hasn’t laughed 
at an off-color joke? We all 
have. But, by the same token, 
who among us hasn’t cringed at 
something we’ve heard on some 
radio station lately? 

With TV owe can quickly 
change the channel_when some- 

i affronts us. But radio is 
different. Because of its easy 
accessibility, it is harder to con- 
trol. And radio accessibility is 
nearly limitless — in virtually 
every room, automobile and 
soci setting. Tackling the prob- 
lem is not as easy. 

Making the situation more dif- 
ficult is the nation’s fear of cen- 
sorship. We don’t want to 
become a nation unable to 
express itself, so we hesistantly 
stick our neck out to complain. 

Perhaps most troubling, no 
matter what our sense of decen- 
cy, is the fact that the popularity 
of these stations is obvious — 
ratings have skyrocketed, thanks 
in part to the impressionable 
young people who listen. 

There are some stations, how- 
ever, that don’t stoop to the gut- 
ter for their programming. 
KMOX radio, the CBS affiliate in 
St. Louis, frequently touches a 
humorous chord, but remains 
totally professional. Thankfully, 
it remains atop the ratings. 

So how do we protect our- 
selves and our children? Quite 
simply we let these stations 
know how we feel. Don’t turn 
them on. Patronize others. 

Not listening is the quickest 
way to be heard.
